And laſt of al, for the perpe- 
rua) triumphing memory t f againſt 
vs, it was inſert, worde forworde, in the 
Chronicle ofEngland,copiled by uoL1Nn- 
SHED, and publiſhed to the polteritie in 
print.To the which I anſwer , that as the 
multitude of offenders authoriſeth not 
an errour:{o he ſhoulde nor haue follow- 
ed a multitude to doe ecuill , much lefſe 
ſhoulde hee haue added euil tocuil, and 
done worſe then any that went before 
him : bur before the publiſhing of fo 
waighty a matter after ſuch a maner, hee 
ſhould withour partialiry haue examined 
the truthe of the thing to the bottome: - 
'and not otherwiſe ſo 1imporentlye haue 
ſuffered him'ſelte, ro haue bene caryed a- 
way through the apith Imitation of men, 
perfitly knowne to him to be partially af- 
feed in this caſe: yea, and to ſpeake fur- 
ther, howbeit the molt part of the things

But what ſhould be ſaidto a bellic thar 
hath no cares, thatpooreD# a s (ithe 
be no woorſe) hunting appearandly tor

And laſt, touching the printing againe 
and reprinting of that forged declaration 
atLondon,and 1oyningitto the chronicle 
of England,where throngh ſome, whome 
the Lorde hath called Gods, thinking all 
cock ſure,rake occaſion of vpbraiding the 
Miniſterie of our Countrie when it plea- 
ſeth them:As theſe ſhall die ignomimiouſ- 
ly like men, except they repent : So,what 
honour thoſe haue procured thereby to 
their Country, & what credirto the chro- 
nicie therof, let them brag of it,when the 
pk anrvs of our cauſe ſufficiently clea- 
red by this and the like writings, ſhall iu-
